STORMWATER PERMIT REQUIRED?

The existing stormwater management procedures, adopted in November 1997, require a permit
for the discharge of collected stormwater runoff under any of the following situations:

1. Stormwater runoff from a development in which the area of all impervious surfaces
contributing runoff to one or more stormwater discharge points exceeds 2.0 acres.

2. Stormwater runoff from a development in which the area of all impervious surfaces
contributing runoff to one or more stormwater discharge points exceeds 1.0 acre, and the ratio
of the area of the watershed at the point of discharge furthest downstream measured in square
miles and the area of all impervious surfaces measured in acres is less than 3.0.

3. Stormwater runoff from a development in which the area of all impervious surfaces
contributing runoff to one or more stormwater discharge points exceeds 1.0 acre and the
discharge is to:

a. a Class | wetland; or

b. lakes and ponds that have drainage areas of less than 40 square miles and a drainage
area to surface area ratio of less than 500, or tributaries of those lakes and ponds.

4. Stormwater runoff which is discharged to Class A waters.

5. Stormwater runoff which is discharged to an Outstanding Resource Water as designated by
the Vermont Water Resources Board because of its pristine physical and chemical water quality
value (10 V.S.A. Section 1424a(d)(1)).

6. Discharges of stormwater runoff which the Secretary determines contribute to a violation of
the Vermont Water Quality Standards or could be a significant contributor of pollutants to waters
of the State.

7.Discharges of stormwater runoff defined in basin plans (as required by '303e of the federal
Clean Water Act) as part of a strategy to achieve compliance with the Vermont Water Quality
Standards and the State water quality policy (10 V.S.A. Section 1250).
